EVERYBODY ON THIS. 

(Editor's Note — This was clipped bodily 
from the D-Barker, the younger sister of 
"Heads Up" at Debarkation Hospital No. 51 
by "the command" with the following com- 
ment. "Debarkation Hospital No. 52 is a 
part of the Port of Embarkation and this 
order applies to us.") : 

HEADQUARTERS PROVOST MARSHAL 
PORT OF EMBARKATION, NEW- 
PORT NEWS, VA. 

General Order No. 3. 

January 29, 1919. 

1. Pursuant to instructions of the Com- 
manding General, Port of Embarkation, 
Newport News, Va., the Commanding Officers 
of Camps under the jurisdiction of this Port 
are directed to report any organization com- 
manders whose commissioned or enlisted 
personnel appear in improper uniform. 

2. The wearing of the following unau- 
thorized articles of clothing or equipment is 
prohibited. 

(a) No enlisted man will be permitted to 
wear leather leggins (this also applies 
particularly to Mounted Messengers, Motor- 
cycle Messengers and Chauffeurs.) 

(b) Spiral Puttee Leggins (Woolen 
Wrap), will not be worn except by troops 
returning from overseas. 

(c) Oversea Caps, will not be worn, ex- 
cept by troops returning from overseas. 

(d) Sweaters when worn, will be worn un- 
der the blouses or 0. D. shirt and not where 
they can be seen. 

(e) Enlisted men will wear blouse and 
overcoat buttoned whenever blouse or over- 
coat is worn. 

(f) Leather coats, when worn, will be 
worn under the blouse or overcoat. Leather 
coats will not be worn without overcoat or 
blouse. 

(g) Sam Brown or Liberty Belts will not 

be worn. 

(h) The wearing of a combination of gold 
and silver chevrons, Gold or Silver stars. 
Service Bars, such as the Allied Bar, the 
red, white, and blue bar, or the service bars 
not issued or authorized by the War Depart- 
ment, is prohibited. 

(i) Units returning from France, wearing 
special insignia to indicate their unit, will 
be permitted to wear such insignia until 
demobilized. 

(j) Trench coats are not to be worn in 
the United States, except as raincoats. (Par. 
103, — Changes 6 — Uniform Regulations.) 
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(k) Neither insignia of rank or sleeve 
ornamentations will be worn on raincoats. 
(Par. 126. Changes 6— Uniform Regulations.) 

3. It is directed that all commanding offi- 
cers and organization commanders under the 
jurisdiction of this Port, be instructed to 
call together the Officers and enlisted men 
of their command and read this order to 
them, ami to arrest and confine all enlisted 
men wearing any of the above prohibited 
articles of clothing or equipment. Each Of- 
ficer will personally inspect his command 
from time to time and see that this order is 
carefully complied with. 

4. On and after February 10, 1919, all 
members of the guard and Military Police 
of this Port, will be instructed to arrest and 
confine all enlisted men wearing any of the 
above prohibited articles of uniform or equip- 
ment, and charges will be preferred against 
the offender or offenders and they will be 
tried by Military Court. Report of Organi- 
zation Commanders who fail to enforce this 
order will be made to the Commanding Gen- 
eral through the Provost Marshal, Port of 
Embarkation, Newport News, Va.
